All Papers
Removed
From Body

A\ 59-year-old Negro man
was found shot and near
death late yesterdayv in a
field just outside the Tore
rance eitv limits.

The vietim, Chauncey S,
Mitchell, was rushed to Lite
tle Company of Mary Hos-
pital, where doctors battled
for his life all night. He was
unconscious from the time
he was discovered and little
chance was given for his
survival.

Mitchell was discovered
about 5:30 p.m. by a laborer
on his way home who cut
across a path in the field
just north of Sepulveda
Boulevard and four blocks
west of Palos Verdes Boule-
vard.

Lying on Back

Mitchell was lying on his
back. Torrance police, who
were called to the scene,
called an ambulance. Mitch-
ell was not identified until
6 am., when a fingerprint
check disclosed he had been
arrested in 1960 for gam-
bling, ‘An  address in Los
Angeles proved to be no
longer valid.

Actual spot where Mitch-
ell was found was about half
a block inside the Redondo
Beach city limits and about
a mile and a half from the
center of the Southwood
tract, scene of racial picket-
ing and building tensions.
Police pointed out that there
was no evidence whatsoever
to. Hnk Mitchell's shooting
with any occurrences in the
Southwood area.

Negroes Live Near-By

A number of Negroes re-
side near the area where
Mitchell was found.

He was dressed in dark,
neat clothes, with a white
ghirt and tie. There was
nothing in his pockets, po-
lice said. Sheriff’s homicide
officers and Redondo Beach
police are conducting the
investigation.
